/  he  moving  van  arrived  on  Dec.  1 1  along  witii  house  plants,  jams,  jellies,  muffins,  breads,  casseroles,  and  an 
assortment  of  other  goodies  from  the  people  of  Clinton  extending  to  Nancy  and  me  the  hand  of  friendship  and  a  warm 
welcome.  From  the  start,  we  have  felt  very  much  at  home  and  are  thankful  for  the  opportunit\  lo  join  in  the 
Presbyterian  College  community. 

Since  beginning  work  on  Jan.  2,  my  time  has  been  primarily  allocated  to  getting  to  know  the  people  and  the 
place.  The  constituencies  of  this  college  are  many  and  broadly  distributed  geographically.  The  stones  they  share  of 
their  PC  experiences  are  helping  to  bring  alive  for  me  the  special  traditions  and  character  of  this  fine  college.  I 
suspect  it  does  not  surprise  you  to  learn  that  I  am  finding  our  greatest  asset  to  be  our  students,  those  currently  here  and 
those  PC  has  sent  out  into  the  world  to  provide  leadership  to  their  communities,  families,  churches,  and  places  of 
employment.

All  of  my  experiences  of  the  past  several  months  are  coming  together  to  paint  a  picture  of  a  place  that  has  a 
clear  sense  of  itself,  of  the  role  it  plays  in  church-related  higher  education,  and  of  the  importance  its  continued  well- 
being  holds  for  the  students  we  serve.  At  PC  there  is  a  profound  sense  of  place. 

The  first  charge  the  Board  of  Trustees  has  put  to  me  is  to  develop  a  strategic  plan  that  will  guide  the  college 
through  the  first  decade  of  the  21st  century  and  serve  as  the  framework  for  my  administration.  Thus.  I  have  been 
about  the  task  of  organizing  a  year-long  planning  initiative  that  began  in  mid  May  with  a  retreat  of  the  Strategic 
Planning  Task  Force  and  will  conclude  in  February  1999  with  the  Board  of  Trustees'  consideration  of  the  comprehen- 
sive plan.  On  Oct.  10,  1998,  during  the  festivities  of  Homecoming  and  on  the  occasion  of  my  inauguration.  I  will 
share  my  priorities  for  the  college  that  build  on  the  unfolding  work  of  the  task  force.  I  hope  that  man\  of  \  ou  will  be 
present. 

In  this  issue  of  the  magazine,  stories  focus  on  the  design  of  our  strategic  planning,  the  likely  focus  of  our  work, 
and  the  timetable  in  which  all  of  \ou  can  participate  in  the  development  of  the  plan. 

In  closing.  I  want  to  say  again  how  appreciative  Nancv'  and  1  are  for  the  warm  welcome  we  ha\e  received  and 
how  honored  1  am  to  be  your  new  president.

John  Griffith  Begins  Presidency  With  Call 
To  Develop  Vision  Through  Strategic  Plan 


n  new  chapter  in  Presbyterian 
College's  stoned  history  began  on  Jan. 
I  when  Dr.  John  Vincent  Griffith  began 
his  tenure  as  the  16th  president.  While 
his  calendar  during  this  first  academic 
semester  has  been  tilled  with  on-cam- 
pus  meetings  involving  faculty,  staff, 
and  students,  with  alumni  socials 
throughout  the  Southeast,  with  the 
completion  of  a  search  for  a  faculty  dean 
and  the  commencement  of  a  search  for  a 
vice  president  for  advancement,  and 
with  the  regular  schedule  of  con\oca- 
tions.  athletic  events,  and  banquets,  the 
new  president  has  placed  a  particular 
emphasis  on  his  first  significant  initia- 
tive —  a  yearlong  strategic  planning 
process. 

Setting  forth  a  schedule  approved 
by  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  February. 
Griffith  has  set  the  process  in  two  phases. 

Phase  I  will  develop  a  vision  statement  for 
the  college.  Thai  work  began  in  April  with  focus 


Presidential  Inaugural  To  Be  Held  Oct.  10 
As  Part  Of  Homecoming  '98  Festivities

omecoming  1998  will  take  on  special  significance  when  Presi- 
dent John  Griffith  is  inaugurated  on  Saturday.  Oct.  10. 

The  events  of  his  inauguration  will  be  incorporated  into  the  annual 
Homecoming  festivities,  according  to  the  co-chairs  of  the  inaugural 
committee.  Dr.  Jim  Skinner,  the  Charles  A.  Dana  Professor  of  English,  and 
Grant  Vosburgh.  senior  director  of  public  relations. 

"Because  the  alumni  play  such  a  vital  role  in  this  college,  the 
president  wants  them  to  be  an  integral  part  of  his  inaugural."  Vosburgh 
said,  "This  will  certainly  be  an  historic  event — this  is  only  the  fourth  new 
president  at  Presbyterian  College  since  1945." 

Tentative  plans  are  for  the  inaugural  ceremony  to  be  held  on  the  west 
plaza  on  Saturday  morning  w  ith  other  events  occurring  earlier  in  the  week 
and  on  Sunday  afternoon.  Homecoming  reunion  dinners  will  be  held  as 
usual  on  Friday  and  Satuday  evenings,  and  the  Blue  Hose  football  game 
will  begin  at  3  p.m.  against  Catawba  College. 


groups  invohing  faculty,  staff,  students,  alumni 
leaders,  and  advisory  boards.  A  three-dav  May 


retreat  brought  the  30-member  strategic 
plan  task  force  to  campus,  and  the  re- 
sults of  that  event  will  be  reviewed  by 
faculty,  staff,  and  students  throughout 
June  and  July.  The  trustees  will  then 
re\iew  the  draft  vision  statement  at  a 
specially  called  meeting  in  August. 
Griffith  will  focus  on  this  vision  during 
his  Presidential  Inaugurafion  address 
on  Saturday.  Oct.  10. 

Phase  II.  which  will  develop  strate- 
gic priorities,  will  begin  with  the  Sep- 
tember appointment  of  commissions  to 
focus  on  areas  articulated  by  the  vision 
statement.  Their  work  will  continue 
through  November,  and  the  president 
will  then  reconvene  the  strategic  plan- 
ning task  force  in  December  to  incorpo- 
rate the  commission  reports  into  a  draft 
of  the  strategic  plan  for  the  year  2010. 
The  plan  will  be  presented  in  Janu- 
ary 1999  to  faculty,  staff,  students,  alumni,  and 
church,  community  and  business  leaders.

The  Honorary  Degree  recipients 

•  Dr.  Chinduii  Huh  currently  serves  as  clinic  professor  of  internal  medicine  at  Chosun  University  Medical 
School  in  Kwangji,  Korea.  After  earning  his  undergraduate  and  medical  degrees  from  Chonnam  University  in 
Korea,  he  received  extensive  postgraduate  training  at  hospitals  and  medical  schools  in  Massachussetts  and  Texas. 
Having  worked  closely  with  key  Presbyterian  educators  and  missionaries  to  Korea,  he  is  described  as  "a  man  who 
not  only  represents  the  best  of  medicine  and  Korean  culture,  but  the  best  of  Korean  Christianity  as  a  dedicated 
doctor  and  commited  churchman." 

•  Dr.  Jacii  B.  McConnell  is  the  founder  and  chairman  emeritus  of  the  Volunteer  in  Medicine  Clinic  at 
Hilton  Head  Island.  S.C.  and  is  a  nationally  recognized  scientist  and  business  executive  in  the  health  care  field, 
serving  as  consultant  to  bio-technology  institutes  and  companies  as  well  as  major  hospitals  and  health  care 
institutions.  He  earned  his  undergraduate  degree  from  the  University  of  Virginia  and  his  medical  degree  from  the 
University  of  Tennessee  School  of  Medicine.  Among  his  medical  contributions  were  the  de\  elopment  of  the  TB 
Tine  Test,  early  stages  of  development  of  the  polio  vaccine,  development  of  Tylenol  Tablets,  and  direction  of  the 
first  commercial  .MRl  system  in  the  United  States. 

A  member  of  First  Presbyterian  Church  in  Hilton  Head,  his  interests  include  the  health  care  of  die  poor  in 
the  United  States  and  Third  Worid  countries. 

•  Dr.  Curtis  B.  Tribble  is  a  graduate  of  Presbytenan  College,  earning  a  B.S.  in  biology 
in  1975  and  then  a  B.A.  in  English  in  1976— and  having  the  distinction  of  being  valedictorian 
of  two  graduating  classes.  He  then  earned  his  medical  degree  from  the  Vanderbilt  University 
School  of  Medicine. 

Tribble  is  professor  of  surgery  at  the  University  of  Virginia  School  of  Medicine  and  is 
considered  one  of  the  leading  thoracic  and  cardiovascular  surgeons  in  the  nation.  He  has 
received  numerous  awards  for  teaching  and  research,  and  he  is  the  author  of  more  than  100  published  articles, 
abstracts,  and  book  chapters.  Moreover,  he  is,  in  the  words  of  one  PC  professor,  "a  living  testimony  to  the  success 
of  the  liberal  arts  at  this  institution,  that  he  is  a  walking,  breathing  example  of  humane  science."

He  fills  the  post  vacated  by 
Dr.  J.  William  Moncrief.  who  left 
last  summer  after  1 1  years  at  PC 
to  become  provost  and  dean  of 
the  faculty  at  Lyon  College  in 
Arkansas. 

"Dr.  Gillespie  brings  to  his 
new  responsibilities  superior 
skills  as  a  teacher  and  scholar. 
broad  experience  with  Presbyte- 
rian College,  a  wealth  of  solid 
and  exciting  new  ideas,  an  eager- 
ness to  explore  the  successes  of 
other  institutions,  and  the  neces- 
sary energy,  enthusiasm,  and  demeanor  for  the 
tasks  that  lie  ahead,"  Griffith  said  in  making  the 
announcement. 

"The  responses  to  his  candidacy  from  the 
various  constituencies  of  the  college  were  over- 
whelmingly positive  and  confirmed  my  belief  that 
he  is  the  right  choice  for  this  important  post  during 
an  important  period  in  the  development  of  the 
college,"  the  president  added. 

Gillespie  earned  his  B.A.  and  M.A.  degrees 
in  political  science  from  Wake  Forest  University 
and  his  Ph.D..  also  in  political  science,  from  Kent 
State  University.  He  is  the  Charles  A.  Dana  Profes- 
sor of  Political  .Science,  and  has  served  as  chair  of 
the  political  science  department  and  chair  of  the 
interdisciplinary  studies  committee.

Advance  and  Support  of  Education)  and  also  re- 
ceived the  1993  Governor's  Distinguished  Profes- 
sor Award,  presented  by  the  S.C.  Commission  on 
Higher  Education. 

He  spent  the  spring  semes- 
ter of  1997  teaching  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Tartu  in  Estonia  as  a 
Fulbright  Scholar,  and  received 
the  designation  of  Exemplary 
Teacher  by  the  U.S.  Department 
of  Education  in  1996. 

Gillespie  has  also  received 
national  and  international  recog- 
nition as  an  authority  on  third 
party  politics.  He  authored  a  1 993 
book  entitled  Politics  at  the  Pe- 
riphery: Third  Parties  in  Two- 
Party  America,  and  has  been 
widely  interviewed  for  newspa- 
pers, magazines,  radio  shows,  and 
television  broadcasts. 

"For  Presbyterian  College  to  continue  to 
thrive  and  prosper  in  the  new  century,  it  must 
always  reach  for  bright  new  ideas  about  teaching, 
learning,  diversity,  and  global  citizenship," 
Gillespie  said. "  It  needs  to  he  receptive  to  promis- 
mg  new  systems  and  technologies  of  instruction. 
But  it  also  must  maintain  its  strong  devotion  to  the 
liberal  arts,  to  the  traditions  of  community  and 
service,  and  to  the  Presbyterian  Church.  I  have 
been  part  of  this  faculty  for  nearly  two  decades.  1 
am  grateful  and  excited  now  to  be  able  to  serve,  in 
a  new  capacity,  this  college,  its  students,  faculty, 
and  educational  program."

Krege  Tabbed  To  Lead 

Annual  Fund,  Scotsman 

Club  Efforts  For  PC 

/  he  new  director  of  Presbyterian 
College' s  Annual  Fund  and  Scotsman  Club 
has  distinguished  himself  as  a  PC  adminis- 
trative staff  member  for  the  past  two  years. 

James  Krege  has  sen  ed  as  field  sec- 
retary for  the  Scotsman  Club,  PC's  athletic 
fund-raising  organization,  since  coming  to 
the  college  in  September 
1996,  Under  his  leader- 
ship, membership  in  the 
Scotsman  Club  has  in- 
creased 20  percent  and 
contributions  have  in- 
creased 33  percent.  He 
also  co-directed  a  successful  S 1 00,000  capi- 
tal campaign  for  additions  to  the  athletic 
department  facility  and  sports  medicine 
center. 

Krege  is  a  graduate  of  the  University 
of  North  Carolina  at  Chapel  Hill,  where  he 
earned  his  bachelor's  degree  in  speech  com- 
munications in  1990  and  his  master's  de- 
gree in  sports  administration  in  1 996.  While 
at  UNC,  he  served  as  co-captain  of  the  Tar 
Heels'  1990  ACC  Championship  team  and 
was  named  UNC  Tennis  Athletic  Director 
Scholar/Athlete  Award  recipient.  Krege 
worked  for  Procter  &  Gamble  for  five  years 
before  returning  to  Chapel  Hill  to  pursue 
his  graduate  degree. 

As  director  of  the  Annual  Fund  and 
Scotsman  Club.  Krege  will  be  responsible 
for  annual  financial  support  of  the  college's 
operating  budget. 

"I  am  honored  that  the  college  has 
demonstrated  such  confidence  in  me  by 
naming  me  to  this  position,"  Krege  said. 
"My  wife  and  1  love  being  an  adopted  part 
of  the  PC  family,  and  we  are  committed  to 
the  mission  of  this  situt  institution."

Two  Ribbon-Cuttings, 
Two  Special  Memories 

Callaway-Johnson  &  Lake  Centers  Relieve  Overcrowding 
For  Blue  Hose  Athletics,  Pay  Tribute  To  Family  Members 


n  long-awaited  ribbon-cutting  —  two  of 
them,  actually  —  took  place  at  Presbyterian  Col- 
lege recently  when  the  Johnson-Callaway  Center 
and  the  Kemper  D.  Lake  M.D.  Sports  Medicine 
Center  were  dedicated. 

The  special  dedication  ceremonies  occurred 
on  March  27  as  part  of  the  annual  Board  of  Visitors 
meeting. 

Easing  the  Overcrowding 

For  many  years  PC's  Templeton  Physical 
Education  Center  has  been  overcrowded  —  the 
result,  in  large  part,  of  a  growing  women's  athletic 
program.  As  Allen  Morris,  director  of  athletics, 
pointed  out  during  the  dedication  ceremony, 
Templeton  Center  was  completed  in  1975  when 
there  were  six  Blue  Hose  varsity  teams:  football, 
men's  basketball,  men's  tennis,  women's  tennis, 
track,  and  golf.  Since  that  time,  PC  has  added  eight 
sports:  basketball,  soccer,  softball,  and  volleyball 
for  women,  soccer  and  baseball  for  men.  and  cross 


country  for  men  and  women  (which  replaced  track). 

"We've  had  to  turn  conference  rooms, 
lounges,  storage  rooms,  and  classrooms  into 
coaches  offices,  occasionally  putting  three  or  four 
coaches  into  one  room,"  Morris  said.  "Three  years 
ago  we  added  a  trailer  in  the  rear  of  Templeton  to 
house  three  coaches'  offices.  And  that  doesn't 
even  take  into  consideration  the 
men's  and  women's  tennis 
coaches,  whose  offices  have  re- 
mained in  Douglas  House  and 
have  not  been  able  to  be  in 
Templeton  with  the  rest  of  the 
athletic  department." 

That  has  all  changed,  thanks 
to  the  generosity  of  William  T. 
Johnson,  a  1947  graduate  of  PC. 

Johnson,  a  resident  of

rooms,  and  10  coaches'  offices. 

State-of-the-art  Training  Center 

Just  as  the  growth  in  the  athletic 
department  has  caused  overcrowding  for 
a\ailahle  office  and  locker  room  space, 
the  increasing  number  of  athletes  has  put 
a  tremendous  burden  on  the  sports  train- 
ing facilities. 

The  staff  has  gone  from  two  people 
to  1 0  people  in  just  over  1 0  years.  Nelson 
Jones,  who  was  hired  as  the  college's  first 
trainer  in  1986,  has  had  to  operate  out  of 
cramped  quarters,  overseeing  the  medi- 
cal treatments  of  dozens  upon  dozens  of 
student-athletes  a  year. 

As  a  result  of  the  generosity  of  the  Kemper  D. 
Lake  family  of  Whitmire.  S.C,  Jones  will  now 
operate  in  the  Kemper  D.  Lake  M.D.  Sports  Medi- 
cine Center  —  one  of  the  finest  sports  medicine 
facilities  in  this  region,  as  the  4.250-square-foot 
building  behind  Templeton  Center  that  formerly 
housed  the  ritJe  range  has  been  converted  to  meet 
the  needs  of  a  successful  NCAA  Division  11  program. 

"This  gives  us  more  of  an  opportunity  to  treat 
the  PC  student-athletes  in  the  manner  that  they 
desene  to  be  treated."  Jones  said.  "We  now  have 
more  space,  updated  equipment,  and  a  better  envi- 
ronment. 

"The  people  back  in  1986  would  really  ap- 
preciate where  we've  come  from."  he  added.  "This 
is  definitely  one  of  the  better  Division  11  facilities 
by  far.  and  I  really  want  to  thank  the  Lake  family 
for  everything  they've  done  to  help  make  it  pos- 
sible."

Kemper  D.  Lake  left  his  hometown  of 
Whitmire.  S.C.  to  come  to  college  in  nearby 
Clinton.  He  earned  his  degree  in  1947  and  then 
enrolled  at  the  Medical  University  of  South  Caro- 
lina, knowing  all  along  that  he  would  return  to  his 
hometown  to  practice  medicine. 

He  died  in  December  of  1997,  after  more 
than  37  years  of  a  family  medicine  practice  that 
included  deliverins  more  than  1 .000  babies.

55  and  56,  and  Presbyte-  ^ 
nan  College. 

While    PC    has 
pledged  to  provide  staff 
leadership  for  the  program, 
as  well  as  certain  in-kind 
support  such  as  office  space 
and  instructional  areas  for 
the  summer  sessions,  the  re- 
maining expense  of  the  program 
—  approximately  $75,000  per 
year  —  will  be  underwritten  by 
contributions,  primarily  from 
the  local  community.

Reporting 
'Matters  Of 
The  Heart' 


Scholars,  Journalists  Discuss  Possibilities  &  Disappointments  In  Media's  Coverage  of  Religion

f\  simple  statement  by  Cluirlotte  (AT.)  Ohsener  religion  editor  Ken 
Gartleld  summed  it  up  succinctly: 

"Religion  should  be  a  topic  that  the  media  cover  with  precision, 
sophistication,  respect,  understanding,  and 
affection,"  he  said.  "We're  not  doing  that  well." 

Students,  faculty,  staff,  and  residents  of 
Laurens  County  and  beyond  heard  the  insights  of 
scholars  and  practitioners  during  the  three-day 
Arnold  Symposium  on  "Religion  and  the  Media," 
held  on  the  Presbyterian  College  campus  in 
February. 

And.  with  few  exceptions,  the  prevailing 
opinion  was  that  marvelous  opportunities  to  examine 
important  issues  are  being  squandered. 

"For  religious  groups,  the  stereotypes  flow  fast 
and  furious,"  said  Dr.  Stephen  Carter,  the  William 
Cromwell  Professor  of  Law  at  Yale  University.  "The 
media  find  it  much  more  interesting  to  write  about 
controversial  religious  figures  with  high  negative 
marks  than  to  conduct  a  meaningful  discussion  of 
important  societal  topics. 

"At  their  best,  the  media  are  the  best 
storytellers,"  Carter  said.  "They  can  be  wonderful 
and  powerful  in  that  role,  but  the  dangerous  risk  is 
that  we  might  oversimplify.  The  result  is  that  too  much  that  goes  on  TV  is 
'astrology.'" 

The  story  of  Texas  murderer  Karia  Faye  Tucker  and  the  controversy 


over  her  death  sentence  —  which,  ultimately,  was  carried  out  in  late  January 
—  served  as  a  perfect  example.  Carter  said. 

"it  was  covered  as  a  political  story.  To  me  a  story  like  this  is  a 
wonderful  opportunity  to  say  what  are  the  dimensions  of  capital  punishment," 
he  said,  pointing  out  that  those  issues  were  never  adequately  explored  in  the 
Tucker  coverage. 

Carter  did  not  limit  his  critique  to  broadcast 
and  print  news.  Hollywood  doesn't  do  society  any 
favors,  either,  he  said. 

"The  movies  feature  an  exaggerated  amount 
of  profanity  and  a  lessened  amount  of  church 
attendance,"  he  said.  "The  message  is  that  society  is 
more  interested  in  raising  smart  children  than  good 
children.  If  we  cannot  talk  about  good  and  evil,  then 
we  will  raise  a  generation  of  amoral  monsters." 

Bob  Abemethy,  a  veteran  television 
ioumalist  who  recently  launched  a  religion  news 
magazine  on  PBS,  said  that  coverage  of  religion, 
because  of  the  nature  of  the  medium,  ought  to  be 
especially  effective  on  television. 

"If  you  are  going  to  discuss  religion,  you 
need  to  discuss  what  I  call  'matters  of  the  heart,'" 
Abemethy  said.  "I  would  submit  that  television  can 
do  that  very  well,  but  there  are  three  principal 
reasons  that  network  news  does  not  do  it  well  right 
now:  secular  bias,  ignorance,  and  fear. 
"But  there  is  another  thing  —  ratings.  It  suggests  to  me  that  the  data  of 
our  religiosity  (is  suspect).  I'm  a  little  suspicious.  But  it  may  or  may  not  be  as 
great  as  a  lot  us  think.  You  would  think  we  were  a  very  religious  country,  hut 


there's  something  missing.  I  would  also  suggest 
that  the  demand  (for  such  news)  is  not  as  great  as 
we  might  beheve."  he  said. 

Gayie  White,  religion  reporter  for  the  Atlanta 
Joimml-Constitiiiion.  said  that  e\en  if  those 
numbers  are  not  as  high  as  commonly  belie\ed. 
the  need  for  these  discussions  remains. 

"People  don't  explore  things  in  their  lives  as 
explicity  religious."  she  said.  "En  en  if  they  say 
they  don't  read  the  Bible  or  go  to  church,  which 
they  may  or  may  not,  religious  principles  are 
infused  into  their  culture  and  the  society." 

White  pointed  out  that  her  medium  and  her 
topic,  sadly,  do  share  one  characteristic. 

"One  thing  the\'  ha\e  in  common  is  that  both 
religion  and  newspapers  are  losing  their  audience." 
she  said.  "For  newspapers,  the  audience  is  so  fickle.  To 
sur\  i\'e.  they  must  compete." 

The  result  is  a  print  medium  now  awash  in  color  and  graphics,  but  not  as 
rich  in  detail  and  analysis. 

"The  trend  is  to  'anti-complexify'  the  news,  to  be  more  user-friendly." 
Garfield  added,  pointing  out  tliat  co\erage  of  religion  demands  just  the  opposite. 

"If  you  are  going  to  discuss  religion,  you  need  to  discuss

The  college  community  celebrated  Skinner's 
remarkable  leadership  of  the  Russell  Program  with 
a  special  convocation  on  March  3 1 .  The  first  part  of 
the  program  featured  a  15-minute  video  chroni- 
cling the  Russell  Program's  impact  on  the  campus 
and  a  tribute  to  Skinner  by  President  John  Griffith. 

Skinner  then  addressed  the  audience,  dis- 
cussing the  manner  in  which  society  has  shaped  the 
media,  and  how,  in  return,  the  media  are  now 
constantly  reshaping  society  and  popular  culture.

The  final  minutes  of  the  program  returned  to 
the  video  screen,  where  benefactors  Ernest  and 
Frances  Arnold  appeared  to  offer  their  thanks  to 
Skinner  for  his  tireless  efforts  to  make  the  Russell 
Program  one  that  legendary  journalist  Bill  Moyers 
has  called  a  "program  on  media  and  society  which 
has  pioneered  in  this  field." 

"You  were  among  the  first  to  grasp  the  idea 
of  the  Russell  challenge."  Ernest  Arnold  said  in 
addressing  his  video  comments  to  Skinner.  "One 
thing  you  did  not  do  is  seek  recognition.  Very  few 
people  knew  that  you  were  the  power  behind  the 
throne,  so  to  speak,  but  we  knew  that  in  the  devel- 
opment of  the  program,  you  were  the  one  carrying 
the  major  load." 


The  award  honors  the  late  Douglas  Kiker,  a  1952  Presbyterian  College  graduate  who  distinguished 
himself  as  a  reporter  and  commentator  with  NBC-TV. 

Donehue,  a  staff  writer  and  photographer  for  The  Odyssey  at  James  Island  High  School,  won  a  S 1 ,000  U.S. 
Savings  Bond  for  his  feature  story.  "Admitting  Alcoholism:  The  First  Step  to  Recovery,"  about  a  classmate  who 
was  treated  for  alcohol  addiction.  As  a  result  of  Donehue's  winning  article,  James  Island  High  School  received 
a  $500  cash  prize  to  support  the  mission  of  its  student  media. 

Two  finalists  for  the  Kiker  Award  were  also  recognized  Angela  McCurry  of  Summen'ille,  S.C.  a  smdenl 
at  Stratford  High  School  and  a  summer  intern  with  WCSC-TV  in  Charleston,  whose  video  segment  "Meanstreets: 
Teen  Violence"  examined  the  problem  of  teenage  violence;  and  Sara  Miller  of  Norcross.  Ga..  editor  of  the  Pony 
E.xpresi  at  Meadowcreek  High  School,  whose  news  story  "Somewhere  Over  the  Rainbow"  examined  how  gay 
and  lesbian  students  are  treated  locally  and  nationally.

r  resbyterian  College  claimed  the  1997-98 
South  Atlantic  Conference  Athletic  Excellence 
Award  following  the  completion  of  the  SAC  sports 
year. 

The  SAC  Athletic  Excellence  Award  is  pre- 
sented annually  to  the  member  athletic  department 
that  earns  the  highest  overall  fmish  based  on  final 
regular  season  standings.

/eremy  Ransom  looks  like  a  young  boy  who  has  dipped  his 
hand  into  a  cookie  jar  and  escaped  undetected  with  a  stash  of 
Oreos. 
Double  Stuffs. 
The  mother  lode. 
He  attempts  —  unsuccessfully  —  to  stifle  a  wry  smile  as  he 
recalls  events  of  the  past  four  months:  rubbing  elbows  with 
international  soccer  ambassador  Pele  in  Cincinnati;  flying  to 
Florida  to  play  soccer  against  a  select  group  of  professionals; 
representing  the  United  States  in  the  Pan-.'\merican  Beach  Handball 
Championships  in  Brazil;  and  being  drafted  by  a  professional 
soccer  team  from  Penns\  Ivania. 

It's  easy  to  understand  why  Ransom,  a  senior  from  Chapin. 
S.C.  chose  to  remain  in  Clinton  durins 


what  they  enjoy  —  playing  soccer.  They're  guys  who  will  have 
endorsement  contracts,  see  the  world,  represent  their  country,  and 
have  a  good  time.  The  whole  time  I  was  there,  1  was  just  trying  to 
soak  everything  in.  One  of  the  guys  on  my  team  had  already  been 
drafted  and  signed  a  contract  with  a  shoe  company.  It  was  amazing." 

Ransom,  who  was  introduced  to  a  new  level  of  play  last 
summer  while  leading  the  Cocoa  (Fla.)  Expos  to  the  USISL  Premier 
(Amateur)  Division  national  finals,  was  also  amazing  during  the 
three  days  of  competition  in  Fort  Lauderdale.  He  did  not  allow  a 
goal  against  the  professional  players  and  proved  that  he  belonged 
on  the  field  with  the  nation's  top  collegiate  players.  It  was  a 
surprising,  but  well-deserved,  honor,  according  to  PC  men's  soccer 
coach  Ralph  Poison. 
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Presbyterian  College's  spring  break.  He 
was  ready  for  a  break  from  traveling. 

"I've  been  catching  up.  Classes 
were  almost  an  afterthought  during  that 
period,  but  my  professors  were  very 
understanding."  Ransom  said.  "The 
hardest  part  was  not  seeing  my  friends 
after  Christmas  because  I  left  for  the 
Pan  .^m  Games  in  Rio  de  Janeiro 
iiTiiTiediately  after  the  break,  then  flew 
to  Cincinnati  for  the  National  Coaches 
Association  of  America  banquet  (where 
he  accepted  his  third  All-America  honor 
and  met  Pele),  then  had  one  weekend  off 
before  flying  to  Fort  Lauderdale." 

From  catching  up  with  shots  on 
the  playing  field  to  catching  up  with 
his  studies  in  the  classroom,  it's  been 
a  non-stop  spring  semester  for  Ransom. 

The  starting  goalkeeper  for 
the  Blue  Hose  men's  soccer  team  for  the 
past  three  years.  Ransom's  whirlwind 
itinerary  was  highlighted  by  his  selection 
as  the  only  NCAA  Division  II  representative 
to  the  1998  Umbro  Select  Elite  Sixteen  team. 
That  honor  placed  him  among  the  nation's  top  16 
collegiate  players  and  provided  memories  to  last  a  lifetime 
when  the  squad  assembled  Jan.  28-31  in  Fort  Lauderdale,  Fla. 

Following  two  days  of  scrimmages  in  conjunction  with  the 
Major  League  Soccer  (MLS)  Combine,  Ransom  and  Clemson 
University's  Matt  Jordan,  a  first-round  MLS  draft  pick,  shut  out  an 
A-League  (one  level  below  the  MLS)  Select  team  2-0  in  in  Fort 
Lauderdale  before  more  than  6,000  fans. 

"We  got  to  play  against  guys  we  had  seen  on  television.  These 
were  professionals  who  were  out  earning  food  for  their  families.  It 
was  their  job,"  Ransom  said.  "I  felt  like  the  luckiest  man  on  the 
face  of  the  earth.  I  was  hanging  out  with  these  guys  who,  in  four  or 
five  years,  will  be  making  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars  doing 
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When  Jeremy  Ransom  be3an  playing  soccer,  he  couldn't  resist  the 

temptation  to  touch  the  ball  with  his  hands.  Once  he  sot  moved  to 

3oalkeeper,  however,  his  fortunes  chansed  and  he  longed  to  play 

with  the  best.  Now  the  three-time  All-American  leaves  PC 

and  heads  to  the  professional  ranks.

"We  had  a  down  year  as  a  team  and  didn't  know  if  that  would 
affect  his  postseason  honors,"  Poison  said.  "The  All-South  team 
came  out  and  he  was  on  the  first  team,  but  one  of  the  criteria  for 
making  the  Umbro  Select  team  is  being  an  All-American.  When  he 
made  the  All-America  team,  we  knew  he  had  a  good  chance.  His 
making  it  to  the  Elite  16  was  a  surprise  to  both  of  us.  but  it  was  a 
well-deserved  honor  because  he's  a  three-time  All-American  who 
has  had  a  tremendous  career." 

Ransom  has  been  enjoying  his  final  days  and  weeks  at 
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Presbyterian  College  before  embarking  on  a  professional  soccer 
career  witti  the  Hershey  (Pa.)  Wildcats.  Two  days  after  returning 
from  Fort  Lauderdale,  he  was  Hershey's  second  pick  of  the  A-League 
Draft  and  is  now  one  step  away  from  seeing  his  name  on  an  MLS 
roster. 

"The  coach  at  Hershey  had  a  chance  to  see  Jeremy  playing  last 
summer  with  the  Cocoa  Expos.  1  think  that  had  a  lot  of  hearing  on  his 
being  selected."  Poison  said.  "I  think  that  year  of  USISL  play  will 
really  help  him.  Not  only  did  they  play  some  amateur 
teams,  but  they  also  had  a  chance  to  play  a  few 
professional  teams.  Moving  onto  the  professional  level 
now.  I  believe  the  adjustment  will  be  much  easier  for  him " 

Ransom  spent  the  second  half  of  the  spring 
semester  working  his  way  back  into  game  shape  as  his 
class  schedule  allowed.  He  joined  the  Wildcats  in 
Atlanta  for  their  season  opener  on  April  25  —  one  da\ 
after  classes  ended  at  PC.  He  returned  to  Clinton  for 
final  exams,  then  rejoined  his  new  teammates  for  a  West 
Coast  road  trip.  The  night  before  Commencement,  he 
was  with  the  Wildcats  in  Richmond  before  driving  to  PC 
to  receive  his  degree  on  May  9. 

Welcome  to  the  big  leagues?  Ransom  wouldn't 
have  it  any  other  way. 

"Being  drafted  was  something  1  had  always  hoped 
for,"  Ransom  said.  "At  points  in  my  career,  I  thought  it 
was  possible.  At  other  times  I  thought.  'Who  am  1 
kidding?'  But  I  knew  I'd  get  some  exposure  and 
opportunities  in  Fort  Lauderdale,  and  I'm  thoroughly 
thrilled  with  the  way  it's  turned  out. 

"I  think  this  will  be  a  good  situation  for  me. 
Hershey's  goalkeeper  from  last  year  just  signed  a 
contract  with  the  Tampa  Bay  Mutiny  of  the  MLS.  so  he 
won't  be  with  the  Wildcats  this  season.  I'm  just  hoping 
to  go  up  there  and  play  as  well  as  I  can.  If  I  do  that,  I 
think  everything  will  fall  into  place.  I'm  not  going  in 
expecting  to  start,  especially  since  I  won't  have  a  preseason  and 
won't  be  as  sharp.  Hopefully,  after  about  two  weeks,  I'll  have  my 
game  back  in  shape  and  we'll  take  it  from  there.  Anything  can  happen 
during  the  rest  of  the  season.  I  think  if  I  enjoy  myself  on  the  field, 
everything  will  fall  into  place." 

For  Ransom,  the  trip  to  the  professional  ranks  had  humble 
beginnings.  As  soccer  was  becoming  popular  as  a  youth  sport  in  the 
United  Stales,  John  and  Pleaslyn  Ransom  introduced  their  son  to  the 
game  in  a  small  recreational  league.  John,  who  was  active  in  youth 
soccer  (and  later  assisted  Poison  with  South  Carolina's  Olympic 
Development  Program),  allowed  Jeremy  to  make  his  own  choices 
about  athletics. 

Although  soccer  was  a  difficult  sport  for  the  youngster  to  learn,  the 
decision  to  move  him  to  goalkeeper  wa.s  an  easy  one . . .  for  his  coach. 

"I  was  having  a  hard  time  with  soccer  because  everv  lime  the

ball  would  come  to  me,  I'd  bend  over  and  pick  it  up  no  matter 
where  I  was  on  the  field,"  he  said.  "I  had  never  played  goal  to  that 
point,  but  our  coach  put  a  tacky  shirt  on  me,  threw  me  in  the  goal, 
and  said.  'Now  you  can  pick  the  ball  up."" 

As  he  matured,  it  became  evident  that  Ransom  had  a  love  for 
goalkeeping.  but  it  remained  to  be  seen  if  his  skills  would  keep  pace 
with  his  love  of  the  position.  He  played  in  non-competitive  leagues 
until  the  age  of  1 1.  when  he  enrolled  in  the  Safe  Hands 

Goalkeeping  Academy  which  Poison  operates  during 
the  summer  months  at  PC. 

"When  the  kids  come  to  camp  as  1 1-  or  12- 
\  ear-olds,  you  can  usually  see  if  they  have  ability  or 
potential,  you  just  don't  know  how  it's  going  to 
develop."  Poison  said.  "I  had  fun  watching  Jeremy 
because  he  was  very  athletic  and  excited  about  being  a 
goalkeeper.  He  was  basically  fearless." 

Poison,  who  became  a  friend  of  the  Ransom 
family  in  the  following  years,  had  an  opportunity  to 
follow  Jeremy's  progress  in  the  competitive  leagues  in 
Irmo.  His  play  earned  Jeremy  a  spot  on  a  South 
Carolina  all-star  team  for  his  age  group.  That  team 
traveled  with  an  older  all-star  team  coached  by  Poison. 
In  high  school.  Ransom  passed  on  opportunities 
to  play  football  and  baseball,  opting  to  concentrate  on 
honing  his  soccer  .skills. 

"I  continued  to  play  soccer  and  found  that  I  was 
good  at  it."  he  said.  "I  found  my  niche,  and  that  was 
important  to  me  at  the  time." 

Saxer  would  also  play  a  key  role  in  his  future. 
"1  had  an  offer  of  a  partial  scholarship  at  the 
University  of  South  Carolina,  but  I  didn't  feel  like  my 
personality  would  fit  in  at  a  big  school.  I  didn't  want 
to  get  lost."  he  said.  "Plus,  I  pretty  much  grew  up  in 
Columbia,  so  I  wanted  to  get  away  and  form  a  new 
circle  of  friends  and  have  new  experiences. 
"I  saw  my  first  PC  soccer  game  when  I  was  12  and  1  kept 
coming  back.  I  felt  like  I  really  fit  at  PC.  I  liked  the  atmosphere  of 
the  college,  the  atmosphere  of  the  soccer  games,  and  the  people. 
Whenever  I  went  to  visit  other  schools,  1  would  compare  them  to 
PC.  I  finally  realized  that  it  was  ridiculous  to  keep  comparing,  so  I 
just  made  up  my  mind  to  come  to  PC.  It  was  one  of  the  best 
decisions  I've  made." 

His  timing  was  also  impeccable. 
During  his  freshman  season  in  1994.  Ransom  had  the 
opportunity  to  play  behind  senior  goalkeeper  Mark  Albertus,  whom 
Poison  recalls  as  one  of  the  hardest  working  players  he  has  coached 
at  PC.  Ransom  saw  that  hard  work  pay  off  as  Albertus  was  named 
the  1994  Division  II  Goalkeeper  of  the  Year. 
A  tough  act  to  follow? 
Yes,  but  it  became  easier  when  Albertus  remained  at  PC  in 
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1995  as  the  Blue  Hose  goalkeeper  coach,  helping  Ransom  adjust  to 
a  starting  role.  The  sophomore  responded  with  a  1.06  goals-against 
average  and  earned  first-team  All-America  honors  after  helping  the 
squad  earn  a  berth  in  the  NCAA  Division  II  playoffs. 

"No  one  memory  stands  out  in  my  career,  but  that  season 
does.  We  went  to  the  national  tournament  and  finished  17-2-1.  But 
it  wasn't  just  on  the  field.  We  had  great  camaraderie  and  everyone 
felt  like  they  had  a  place  on  the  team.  Even  with  a  bunch  of  diverse 


personalities,  it  was  a  group  of  guys  that  would  go  to  war  for  each 
other  and  you  could  tell  it  if  we  were  playing  or  just  hanging  out. 
Even  practices  were  fun."  Ransom  recalled. 

The  Blue  Hose  made  another  strong  showing  in  1996,  posting 
a  1.5-4-3  record.  Ransom  was  again  a  large  part  of  that  success, 
finishing  with  a  1.13  goals-against  averages  and  earning  second- 
team  All-America  honors. 

Despite  an  11-7-1  record  during  his  senior  season.  Ransom 
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Former  Blue  Hose  soccer 
standouts,  such  as  1996 
SAC  Player  of  the  Year 
Jimmy  May,  are  playing 
professionally. 


'  hen  the  A-League  Hershey  Wildcats  of  the  United  Systems  of  Independent 
Soccer  Leagues  drafted  Presby  tenan  College  senior  Jeremy  Ransom  in 
February,  the  immediate  payoff  for  Ransom  was  an  opportunity  to  play 
professionall) .  The  long-temi  benefit  for  him  could  he  a  contract  Major  League 
Soccer  contract. 

However,  the  long-term  benefit  for  Presbyterian  College  could  be  a  new 
generation  of  soccer  stars. 

As  more  fomier  Blue  Hose  players  earn  spots  with  professional  soccer  teams, 
whether  in  the  A-League  (soccer's  equivalent  of  a  Class  AAA  minor  league  baseball 
team)  or  in  the  D3  Pro  League  (one  step  below  the  A-League),  they  are  exposing 
young  players  not  only  to  one  of  the  nation's  most  rapidly-growing  sports,  but  also  to 
Presbyterian  College. 

Myrtle  Beach  SeaDawgs  fans  who  purchase  programs  this  season  may  notice  that  as  many  as  four 
SeaDawgs  players  graduated  from  Presbyterian  College.  When  Ransom  was  selected  recently  to  play  in  the 
Umbro  Select  All-Star  Classic  in  Fort  Lauderdale,  he  couldn't  have  imagined  the  exposure  he  would  be 
giving  his  future  alma  mater. 

However,  the  opportunity  was  not  lost  on  PC  men's  soccer  coach  Ralph  Poison. 

"The  Elite  16  game  has  been  shown  on  tape  delay  on  some  of  the  cable  sports  networks  and  the  name  'Presbyterian  College'  was  flashed  on 
the  screen.  Let's  face  it,  there  isn't  a  lot  of  soccer  on  television.  Those  who  are  enthusiastic  about  the  sport  will  watch  it  every  chance  they  get," 
Poison  said. 

"Also,  coaches  and  young  players  are  going  to  professional  games  and  seeing  players  with  Presbyterian  College  ties.  As  a  result,  PC  is 
becoming  known  as  a  place  with  a  quality  soccer  program.  That's  the  sort  of  thing  that  really  helps  recruiting.  As  we  continue  to  develop  players 
who  move  on  to  the  next  level,  it  means  we'll  continue  to  draw  better  players  to  PC." 

Ransom  joins  1992  PC  graduate  E.J.  Bossman  as  the  second  Blue  Hose  player  to  earn  a  spot  on  an  A-League  roster.  Bryan  Ridgley  '98  was 
invited  to  a  recent  tryout  with  the  Jacksonville  (Fla.)  Cyclones,  the  A-League  team  coached  by  Pete  Peterson  '85.  Poison's  first  All-America  player 
at  Presbyterian  College. 

Vying  for  spots  on  the  Myrtle  Beach  (D3  Pro)  roster  are  Jimmy  May  '97,  Clint  Galloway  '97.  Tyler  Boulware  '96,  and  Todd  Anderson  '98. 

While  NCAA  Division  I  schools  may  gamer  more  media  attention,  Presbyterian  College's  soccer  program  is  quietly  earning  a  reputation  for 
producing  quality  players.  It  is.  according  to  Ransom,  a  well-deserved  reputation. 

"I  hope  what  has  happened  to  me  will  help  recruiting  at  PC.  There  are  real  opportunities  here  that  people  may  overlook  because  it's  a  small 
Division  II  school.  But  the  academics,  the  coaching,  and  the  soccer  program  are  all  perfect  for  prayers  to  be  answered,"  Ransom  said.  "If  I  had 
been  at  any  other  school  in  any  other  state.  I'm  confident  that  none  of  this  would  have  happened  to  me.  This  is  proof  that  it  could  happen  to 
someone  else . . .  and  I  hope  it  does."  —  STEVE  OWEHS 
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still  led  the  South  Atlantic  Conference  in  goals-against  average  for 
the  third  consecutive  year.  He  etched  his  name  into  the  Blue  Hose 
record  books  by  becoming  just  the  second  PC  soccer  player  to  be 
named  an  All-American  for  three  consecutive  seasons.  He  finished 
his  career  tied  for  fourth  place  in  SAC  history  with  18  shutouts,  and 
was  sixth  in  conference  history  with  a  1 .32  goals-against  average. 

Despite  his  national  and  regional  honors  and  awards.  Ransom 
says  his  most  treasured  award  came  this  season. 

"All  the  awards  I've  ever  received  in  soccer  were 
given  by  coaches.  While  those  have  been  rewarding, 
receiving  the  team's  MVP  award  this  year  was  the  most 
special  one  I've  ever  received  because  it  was  voted  on  by 
our  playeR,"  he  said.  "I've  gotten  All-America  and  other 
awards,  but  that's  the  most  cherished  award  I've  ever  received.' 

And,  despite  his  many  individual  honors.  Ransom 
credits  much  of  his  success  to  Poison. 

"Coach  Poison  does  a  good  job  of  molding  and 
adapting  to  different  players  and  personalities,"  Ransom 
said.  "As  a  former  goalkeeper  himself,  he  knows  what 
I'm  thinking  and  what  I'm  seeing.  Even  when  I  made  a 
mistake,  he  knew  that  1  knew  what  I  did.  Some  field 
coaches  overcoach,  but  Coach  Poison  drills  you  and  gets 
you  ready  for  the  game.  Once  the  game  begins,  he 
knows  his  players  know  what  to  do.  I  had  some 
disappointing  games  this  season,  but  never  once  did  I 
feel  like  I  had  to  come  off  the  field  and  face  him.  He 
knew  what  I  was  feeling." 

Poison  points  to  three  aspects  of  Ransom's  game 
that  make  him  a  successful  goalkeeper. 

"First  is  his  mental  approach  to  the  game. 
Jeremy's  demeanor  is  one  that's  needed  for  goalkeeping. 
He  stays  on  an  even  keel  regardless  of  what  happens.  If 
he  makes  a  mistake  or  allows  a  goal,  he  is  able  to  put  it 
behind  him  for  the  rest  of  the  game  and  move  on," 
Poison  said.  "He  is  also  very  quick  and  able  to  reach 
balls.  Finally,  I'd  have  to  point  to  his  distribution  and  the  fact  that  he's 
a  strong  kicker. 

"He's  good  at  getting  the  ball  not  only  to  an  open  player,  but 
also  to  a  player  who  can  handle  the  ball  and  who  has  more  than  one 
option.  He  doesn't  just  get  rid  of  the  ball;  he  does  it  with  the 
understanding  that  we're  going  to  maintain  possession  and  go  forward 
w  ith  the  attack." 

Poison  added  that  those  skills,  coupled  with  the  experience  of 
playing  against  high-caliber  competition  on  a  regular  basis,  could 
pay  off  for  Ransom. 

"The  thing  about  professional  goalkeepers  is  they  really  don't 
reach  their  prime  until  they  reach  their  late  20s  or  early  30s.  It's  an 
experience  position  and  you  have  to  play  game  after  game  to 
improve,"  Poison  said.  "A  lot  of  the  goalkeepers  in  the  MLS  are 
older  and  have  international  experience,  either  with  national  teams 
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able  to  put  it  behind 
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Coach  Ralph  Poison 


or  through  playing  professionally  overseas,  I  hope  Jeremy  looks  at 
opportunities  like  that  after  the  A-League  season. 

"Also,  the  A-League  annually  holds  its  combine  in  conjunc- 
tion with  the  Umbro  Select  teams.  It's  just  like  the  NFL  combine, 
except  the  players  are  actually  in  games  instead  of  just  going 
through  drills.  He  could  possibly  catch  the  eye  of  some  MLS  coach 
who  is  looking  for  a  promising  young  goalkeeper.  It's  just  going  to 
be  a  matter  of  Jeremy  continuing  to  work  and  gain  experience.  Also, 
there  is  also  obviously  going  to  be  some  luck  involved 
—  being  in  the  right  place  at  the  right  time." 

Following  the  1997  soccer  season,  he  was 
invited  to  join  the  Blue  Hose  handball  team,  a  non- 
varsity  club  sport  which  was  preparing  for  the 
conference  tournament.  The  game  of  handball  (a  mix 
of  soccer  and  basketball)  was  new  to  Ransom,  but  he 
decided  to  lend  his  goalkeeping  skills  to  the  team. 

"Jeremy  came  in  after  the  soccer  season, 
toward  the  end  of  November.  He  had  never  seen  the 
game  before  and  only  had  two  practices  with  the 
team  before  we  went  to  the  conference  champion- 
ship tournament,"  Coach  Bryan  Madden  said. 
"Obviously,  he's  an  exceptional  goalkeeper  and  an 
exceptional  athlete.  The  thing  he  had  to  learn  is  that 
the  ball  comes  from  up  high  in  handball  as  opposed 
to  low  shots  in  soccer.  It's  also  disheartening  for  a 
soccer  goalkeeper  to  come  into  a  sport  in  which 
teams  may  average  24  or  25  goals  per  game." 

After  helping  the  Blue  Hose  team  defeat 
Georgia  Southern  and  Fumian.  Ransom  discovered 
one  of  handball's  rules  the  hard  way.  He  was  ejected 
from  the  championship  game  against  Emory  after 
breaking  up  a  play.  The  Blue  Hose  went  on  to  lose 
that  game.  However,  after  playing  just  two  full 
games  of  handball.  Ransom  was  selected  to 
represent  the  United  States  at  the  Pan-American 
Beach  Handball  Championships  in  Brazil  along  with  teammates 
Ronnie  Setzer  and  Ted  Kalb. 

"I  couldn't  stop  laughing  because  1  felt  like  I  had  pulled  the  wool 
over  someone's  eyes,  I  had  just  begun  playing  the  sport,  but  suddenly  I 
was  on  a  national  team."  Riuisom  said  with  a  laugh.  "Still,  anytime  you 
represent  your  country  in  anything,  it's  a  special  feeling  and  a  special 
opportunity.  When  1  heard  the  national  anthem  and  looked  down  to  see 
the  'USA'  on  the  jersey,  it  almost  brought  tears  to  my  eyes." 

With  his  handball  career  (perhaps)  behind  him  now.  Ransom 
is  looking  ahead  to  the  upcoming  season  with  Hershey  —  and  the 
hopes  of  someday  playing  for  a  Major  League  Soccer  team. 
"That's  way  back  in  my  head.  I  don't  want  to  make  it  a 
mission  and  put  any  undue  pressure  on  myself.  If  it  happens,  it 
happens.  If  I'm  still  playing  soccer  three  years  from  now,  I'll  be 
ecstatic  because  it  will  mean  I'll  have  been  successful,"  he  said.

A  Time  Of  Discovery 

In  his  first  semester  as  president,  John  Griffith  has  watched,  listened, 

and  learned  a  lot  about  the  people  and  traditions  of  Presbyterian 

College.  And  his  enthusiasm  is  contagious.

chilly  Saturday  morning  in  December  might  not  bring  the 
promise  of  discovery  for  a  new  college  president,  but  this 
particular  adventure  for  John  Griffith  began  innocently 
enough.  What  it  taught  him 
is  that  a  person  can  tell  a  lot  about  a 
new  place  at  6  o'clock  in  the 
morning  —  if  serendipity  and 
happenstance  figure  into  the 
equation. 

PC's  new  president  was  not  to 
begin  work  until  Jan.  I.  but  he  and 
his  w  ife.  Nancy,  had  arrived  a  few 
weeks  early  to  celebrate  Christmas 
with  their  two  sons  in  their  new 
home. 

"We  had  been  here  all  of  a 
week,  and  we  were  into  a  frenzy  of 
unpacking,"  Griffith  says.  "Staying 
up  late  and  getting  up  early,  we 
were  determined  to  get  the  house 
settled." 

Husband  and  wife  had  risen 
early  on  this  particular  Saturday 
and  had  decided  to  get  the 
newspaper  and  take  their  beloved 
yellow  lab.  Belle,  for  a  short  walk. 
That  much  they  knew. 

What  they  did  not  know  is 
that  all  of  the  doors  on  the 
president's  house  lock  automatically  when  closed. 

"We  were  locked  out  of  the  house  —  didn't  have  our  key  and 
didn't  have  any  idea  where  the  campus  security  office  was  located.' 
Griffith  says.  "So  we  decided  to  walk  on  campus  with  our  dog  to 
see  what  we  could  find. 

"We  got  behind  Georgia  Hall  and  here  were  three  big  huge 
football  players  coming  out  —  1  assume  they  were  football  players. 
big,  strapping  young  men  —  and  I  went  up  and  said,  'I'm  your  new 


president:  I'm  locked  out  of  the  president's  house.  Can  you  tell  me 
where  security  is'?'" 

Griffith  was  struck  with  two  questions.  First,  he  wondered  what 
was  going  through  these 
students'  minds,  seeing  their  new 
president  locked  out  of  his  house 
at  6  o'clock  on  a  Saturday 
morning.  But  second,  he 
wondered  what  they  were  doing 
out  at  this  time  on  a  weekend 
morning. 

So  he  asked  them. 

They  were  heading  out.  he 
learned,  to  deliver  food  to  needy 
families  as  part  of  a  Student 
Volunteer  Services  project. 

Ah.  the  wonders  of 
discovery.  Since  his  selection  by 
the  Presbyterian  College  Board 
of  Trustees  six  months  earlier. 
John  Griffith  had  spent  many  an 
hour  becoming  acquainted  with 
this  institution:  studying  its 
history,  learning  its  traditions, 
questioning  its  key  leaders.  .\nd 
yet  it  took  a  chance  meeting 
borne  out  of  a  moment  of  bad 
luck  to  glean  this  particular 
insight  into  the  campus  culture. 

"That  was  a  great  clue  to  me 
that  all  of  the  press  about  our 
students  being  involved  and 
serving  others  is  true.  Of  course, 
since  then  that  has  unfolded  in  a 
great  way,"  he  says. 
During  his  first  semester  at  PC,  Griffith  has  told  alumni  and 
ommunitv  audiences  about  that  first  encounter  with  the  SVS

program.  He  has  also  mentioned  a  second  encounter  with  this  giving 
spirit  of  the  Presbyterian  College  student. 

It  occurred  when  he  received  an  invitation  about  two  weeks  into 
the  new  year. 

■'I  got  a  call  at  home  from  a  student  asking  if  Nancy  and  I  would 
be  interested  in  going  out  to  dinner  with  him  and  his  girlfriend,  also  a 
student  at  PC.  He  handled  that  so  well  —  I'm  sure  that  he  was  very 
nervous  inside  —  and  it  was  sort  of  like  a  double  date  for  us," 
Griffith  says.  "He  came,  picked  us  up,  we  went  to  a  Mexican 
restaurant  in  Clinton,  and  they  paid  for  the  evening.  We  sat  and  talked 
for  a  couple  of  hours;  it  was  just  thrilling  —  absolutely  wonderful. 
I'm  not  sure  I  would  have  had  the  courage  to  do  that  when  I  was  a 
college  student." 

What  John  Griffith  does  have  the  courage  to  do  is  accept 
challenges,  even  when  it  means  accepting  changes.  In  November  he 
bid  farewell  to  Batesville,  Ark.,  and  a  Lyon  College  community  that 
he  had  grown  to  love  dearly  during  his  eight  years  as  president  there, 
and  he  arrived  in  Clinton  eager  to  lead  Presbyterian  College  into  a 
new  millennium. 

Any  uncertainty  that  he  and  Mrs.  Griffith  might  have  enter- 
tained, however,  did  not  have  time  to  take  root.  Every  day  brought 
another  vase  of  flowers  or  another  tin  of  brownies.  They  were 
especially  touched  by  the  deliveries  that  came  when  they  opened  the 
redecorated  President's  Home  to  the  campus  and  community  during  a 
special  open  house  on  Feb.  9. 

"A  couple  of  hours  before  we  opened  the  house,  student  groups 
brought  over  gifts  —  baskets  full  of  baked  goodies, 
flower  arrangements,  a  tray  of  cookies;  it  was  just 
wonderful.  It  was  a  way  of  saying  'welcome'  that 
really  touched  us." 

His  first  semester  has  brought  him  other 
discoveries  —  big  and  small  —  about  Presbyterian 
College.  As  instructional  as  his  chance  meetings  with 
football  players  on  a  Saturday  morning  or  a  dinner 
conversation  with  students  at  a  Mexican  restaurant 
have  been  the  many  alumni  socials  that  he  has 
attended  throughout  the  Carolinas  and  Georgia. 

"I'm  finding  the  extensive  travel  schedule  — 
meeting  alumni  and  friends  of  the  college  at  alumni 
gatherings  —  to  be  invigorating,"  he  says.  "I  guess 
what  is  exciting  about  those  for  me  is  to  get  a  sense  of  the  generations 
of  the  college  family  and  identify  what  is  common  here.  What  is  the 
thread  or  strand  which  holds  this  group  together  and  directs  their 
affection  toward  PC?" 


His  first  impressions,  he  says,  is  a  loyalty  to  Christian  values 
and  a  commitment  to  serving  others. 

"What  I  see  first,"  he  says,  "are  people  who  are  carrying  out  the 
motto  of  the  college,  'While  we  live,  we  serve,'  and  this  notion  that  "I 
have  a  responsibility  to  work  in  my  community,  work  in  my  church, 
work  in  organizations  throughout  my  community  to  better  the  status 
of  my  fellow  men  and  women.'  I  think  this,  in  part,  comes  from  an 
understanding  of  what  it  means  to  participate  on  behalf  of  God's 
kingdom.  And  it  comes  from  the  strong  commitment  of  this 
institution  to  the  church  and  the  life  of  faith." 

He  has  also  noticed  that  PC  alumni  do  well  in  their  endeavors. 

"They  are  successful  as  lawyers,  as  doctors,  as  business  leaders, 
as  parents,  as  clergy,"  he  says.  "It's  fun  and  rewarding  to  hear  their 
personal  stories.  Those  stories  bring  the  place  alive  for  me." 

The  campus  has  certainly  come  alive  in  a  special  way  since 
John  Griffith  stepped  into  that  comer  office  on  the  first  floor  of  Smith 
Administration  Building.  He  brings  an  energy  that  infuses  all  those 
around  him,  and  his  excitement  about  Presbyterian  College  has 
brought  renewed  enthusiasm  to  daily  campus  life. 

"What  excites  me  is  that  people  are  ambitious  for  this 
institution,"  he  says.  "I  would  quickly  put  a  footnote  —  ambitious  to 
see  PC  advance  without  losing  the  characteristics  that  hold  everyone 
together.  The  foundation  that  has  been  built  here  is  solid  and,  thus, 
the  future  of  PC  is  very  bright."

The  Privilege  0:: 
Being  Dresiden' 

A  few  weeks  into  his  tenure  as  Presbyterian  College's  16th  president, 
Dr.  John  Vincent  Griffith  sat  down  with  Presbyterian  College  Magazine  editor 
Grant  Vosburgh  to  reflect  on  his  lifelong  love  of  campus  life,  his  affection  for 
his  most  recent  college  family,  and  his  hopes  for  his  new  home,  PC. 


PC  Magazine:  You  ha\e  spent  your  entire  life  on  college 
campuses,  and  it's  obvious  that  you  consider  yourself  extremely 
fortunate  to  be  in  such  an  environment.  What  do  you  treasure 
about  life  on  a  college  campus? 

John  Griffith:  Well,  the  first  thing  is  the  wonderful  privilege  of 

working  with  a  group  of  people  between  the  ages  of  18  and  21  or  22. 

It's  a  wonderful  age,  and 

there  is  so  much  going  on 

related  to  development: 

spiritual  development. 

intellectual  development. 

social  development. 

career  journeys.  We  all 

know  that  those  years 

were  some  of  the  most 

important  years  in  our 

development  —  I  know 

that  about  myself.  What  a 

privilege  it  is  to  be 

working  with  young  men 

and  women  at  thai  time. 

So  the  biggest  high 
for  me  is  interacting  with 
students.  I  find  myself 
wanting  to  know  on  a 
daily  basis,  "What's  going 
on  in  the  minds  of  the 
student  body?"  "What  are 
the  issues?"  "What  are 
they  wrestling  with?" 
.\ni.  of  course,  these  are  both  individual  and  corporate  questions. 

When  1  gave  my  opening  address  to  the  college  community,  that 
night  I  got  a  whole  bunch  of  e-mail  from  students.  1  stayed  up  late 


e-mailing  them  back,  but  in  each  instance  I  put  a  hook  into  it  so  that 
they  had  to  come  see  me. 

PC  Magazine:  How  have  they  responded  to  that? 

John  Griffith:  Well,  they  came,  and  it  was  great.  Most  of  them 
wanted  a  copy  of  my  talk,  or  wanted  to  talk  about  it,  or  wanted  to  ask 
questions  about  it.  and  I 
wanted  to  look  them  in 
the  eye  and  find  out 
what's  going  on. 

PC  Magazine:  What 
else,  besides  the 
relationships  with 
students,  is  important 
to  you? 

John  Griffith:  When  I 
was  introduced  here  in 
June  as  the  next 
president.  I  talked  about 
PC  having  a  strong 
sense  of  place.  When 
you  walk  onto  the 
campuses  1  have  been 
fortunate  to  serve,  or 
have  been  fortunate  to 
live  b}  —  1  grew  up  on 
the  Colgate  campus 
where  m_\'  father  was 
dean  —  you  sense  that  you  are  someplace  special.  These  institutions 
know  themselves,  value  themselves,  but  at  the  same  time  remain 
humble.  They  make  you  feel  good  just  being  there.  PC  is  such  a  place. 


Another  thing  that  for  me  is  very  important  is  the  dialogue  with 
faculty.  I  find  it  stimulating;  it's  what  keeps  me  alive  intellectually. 
I'm  looking  forward  to  faculty  meetings  where  we  are  discussing 
issues  of  import  to  the  academic  program  and  the  future  of  the 
institution.  This  is  a  very  strong  faculty,  and  1  want  to  be  in  the  midst 


of  intellectual  debates  about  what  good  education  needs  to  be  about 
as  we  move  into  the  next  century. 

And  there  are  major  issues  to  discuss.  For  instance,  how  is  a 
liberal  arts  college  going  to  do  technology  in  a  first  class  way  and  not 
lose  its  soul?  I  think  we'll  find  the  answer;  we  miaht  be  the  leader  in

The  archivist  in  the  Lyon  College  library  could 
be  excused  if  she  wore  a  knowing  smile  when 
working  alongside  the  student  assistants.  They 
knew  her  simply  as  "Nancy;"  the  college's 
faculty,  trustees,  and  alumni  knew  her  as  the  wife  of 
the  college  president,  John  Griffith. 

"Even  though  we  saw  a  lot  of  students  and  we 
had  them  through  our  house,  I  think  they  didn't 
connect  that  person  in  the  library  that  they  called 
'Nancy'  to  the  president's  wife,"  she  says,  smiling. 
"I  thought  it  was  neat,  and  we  always  were  'Dr. 
Griffith  and  Nancy'  —  we've  always  been  'Dr. 
Griffith  and  Nancy,'  and  1  like  that.  I  like  having  my 
own  image." 

It's  a  tricky  role,  that  of  the  spouse  of  a  college  president. 
Everybody  does  it  differently.  Nancy  Griffith  says,  and  the  important 
thing  is  that  you  are  comfortable  with  the  role. 

For  her,  that  means  maintaining  her  own  identity  and  her  own 
interests;  that's  why  many  Lyon  students  .saw  her,  first  and  foremost, 
as  the  college  archivist  and  director  of  the  Regional  Studies  Center. 

A  Lyon  College  magazine  story  introducing  her  to  the  Lyon 
community  in  1989  was  entitled  "Nancy  Griffith;  Mother  and 
Scholar,"  and  those  are  two  roles  that  she  continues  to  enjoy.  With 
the  departure  last  fall  of  younger  son  Chris  to  Dickinson  College  — 
his  parents'  alma  mater  —  where  he  is  completing  his  freshman  year, 
and  the  spring  wedding  plans  for  older  son  Matt,  the  "mother"  role 
will  be  slightly  different  at  Presbyterian  College  than  it  was  for  the 
eight  years  that  she  was  in  Batesville,  Ark. 

The  "scholar"  role,  however,  will  remain  important.  A  Phi  Beta 
Kappa  graduate  of  Dickinson  who  earned  numerous  honors  there  and 
at  Syracuse  University,  where  she  later  received  her  Master  of 
Library  Science  degree,  Nancy  Griffith  has  distinguished  herself  as  a 
writer  of  research  bibliographies,  including  those  on  Albert 
Schweitzer  and  Edward  Bellamy,  and  as  a  resourceful  archivist  and 
historian. 

She  was  the  music  department  librarian  at  Davidson  College 
from  1984-89,  the  last  five  years  that  her  husband  was  an  administra- 
tor there,  and  she  was  director  of  the  Reaional  Studies  Center  and  the 


college  archivist 
at  Lyon, 
beginning  in  the 
fall  of  1989  and 
remaining  on  the 
job  until  last 
October. 
"I  have  always  had  my  own  interests,"  she  says.  "1  really 
liked  having  my  own  job  at  Lyon,  because  I  got  to  meet 
faculty  and  students  in  a  totally  different  context,  and  they 
got  to  know  me  in  a  totally  different  way." 

Dr.  Doug  Anderson,  director  of  PC's  Thomason  Library, 
says  he  sees  a  number  of  opportunities  for  the  college  to 
benefit  from  her  skills. 
"With  her  background  as  an  archivist,  I  have  asked  her  to  do  an 
inventory  of  the  various  archives  of  PC,  to  find  out  what  exists  and 
where.  It  is  something  that  is  needed,  and  she  has  volunteered  to  do 
that,"  Anderson  says. 

The  other  role  that  she  will  have  at  PC.  of  course,  is  that  of  the 
president's  spouse  —  and  she  enjoys  the  activities  that  go  with  that 
responsibility,  too;  just  don't  expect  her  to  meddle  as  other  spouses 
might  be  tempted  to  do. 

"The  president's  job  is  John's  job,  and  while  I  do  what  I  can  to 
help  him  do  his  job,  I  am  not  interested  in  getting  involved  with 
campus  politics  or  the  functioning  of  the  campus,"  she  says.  "I  don't 
want  to  walk  around  and  complain  about  how  the  flowers  look;  I'm 
just  not  that  kind  of  person.  That's  his  job.  We  do  a  lot  of  the 
entertaining,  and  1  go  some  places  with  him,  but  I  certainly  don't  go 
everywhere  he  goes." 

She  simply  looks  for  a  comfortable  balance.  In  Batesville,  she 
served  on  the  boards  of  the  Independence  County  Historical  Society 
and  the  Family  Violence  Prevention  agency.  She  was  also  active  in 
the  Old  Independence  Regional  Museum. 

Chances  are  good  that  she  will  find  similar  opportunities  for 
service  in  Laurens  County  ...  and  chances  are  even  better  that  the 
person  seated  next  to  her  will  know  her,  first  and  foremost,  not  as  the 
wife  of  Presbyterian  College's  president,  but  as  "Nancy."

PC  \faga-Jne:  How  did  vou  prepare  for  this  mo\e  between  your 
election  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  early  June  and  your  arrival 
in  office  on  Jan.  1  —  especially  while  you  had  a  fall  semester  to 
oversee  at  Lyon  College? 

John  Griffith:  Well,  it  was  a  vei^-  full  fall.  The  reason  that  we  did 
not  come  on  the  first  of  July,  as  requested  by  the  Presbyterian  College 
Board  of  Trustees,  was  that  Lyon  College  was  concluding  an  S80 
million  campaign  that  was  designed  to  reach  a  critical  point  at  its 
125th  anniversary  celebration.  1  had  committed  to  stay  to  help  get  the 
campaign  to  the  point  where  it  would  succeed.  As  soon  as  you  accept 
a  new  job.  however,  you  start  being  tugged  and  pulled,  both  by  your 
own  doing,  and  by  the  doing  of  the  institution  that  has  courted  you. 
and  so  I  was  feeling  pulled  in  two  directions. 

In  terms  of  Presbyterian  College.  Interim  President  Tom  Reeves 
talked  with  me  probably  once  a  week,  and  more  often  when  there 
were  important  decisions  to  make.  For  example,  in  preparation  for 
the  November  meeting  for  the  Board  of  Trustees,  he  and  I  talked 
numerous  times  to  keep  me  abreast  of  issues.  Nancy  and  I  came  here 
for  the  November  meeting  of  the  board  to  get  a  sense  of  what  was 
going  on.  .Additionally.  I  asked  Beth  Stanton  (administrative 
assistant  to  the  president!  to  pull  together  everything  that  she  thought 
I  needed  to  read,  and  so  I  regularly  received  information  during  the 
fall  semester. 

PC  Magazine:  Let's  talk  about  your  vision  for  Presbyterian 


lohn  Gritfith  was  first  introduced  to  the  Presbyterian  College 
community  at  the  reception  announcing  his  selection  as  the 
16th  president,  held  in  June.  He  arrived  in  Clinton  in 
December  and  assumed  office  on  )an.  1 . 


College.  Although  the  strategic  planning  process  will  develop  a 
formal  vision  statement,  can  you  state  in  general  terms  what  the 
future  holds  for  PC? 

John  Griffith:  Yes.  I  can.  The  strategic  plan  will  reflect  the  ambition 
that  the  people  of  PC  have  for  the  institution.  If  it  is  done  well,  it  will 
bring  that  ambition  into  focus  and  into  clear  statements  of  objectives. 

I  think  the  plan  will  likely  declare  new  directions  for  technology 
in  the  liberal  arts  and  additional  commitments  in  global  awareness.  I 
also  suspect  that  we  will  have  interesting  things  to  say  about  the 
connections  of  this  education  to  the  rapidly  changing  world  of  work, 
and  how  we  make  those  connections  meaningful  to  our  students. 

Institutions  like  PC  are  beginning  to  ask  questions  about  the 
student-faculty  relationship,  which,  m  institutions  of  our  type,  has 
remained  pretty  much  constant.  What  we're  examining  here  is  the 
optimal  interaction  for  learning,  given  technology,  given  the  rapid 
increase  in  the  cost  of  the  current  education  model,  and  given  the  fact 
that  our  culture  is  becoming  rapidly  more  di\'erse  than  we  had  ever 
anticipated. 

We  know  our  type  of  education  is  the  best  in  transforming  lives, 
in  preparing  students  for  success  in  graduate  and  professional 
education,  and  for  leadership  in  the  workplace.  And  yet  we  are  also 
beginning  to  hear  people  say  they  are  not  willing  to  pay  what  it  costs. 
even  though  they  know  it's  the  best.  So  we  have  to  ask  the  question. 
"Is  there  a  way  to  accomplish  the  same  thing  with  the  same  power, 
and  have  it  cost  less?" 

PCMaga-Jne:  Perhaps  the  best  way  to  en\ision  what  you  will  mean 
to  Presbyterian  College  in  the  coming  years  is  to  examine 
your  legacy  elsewhere.  If  I  were  to  go  to  Batesv  ille.  Ark.,  and 
mention  the  name  John  Griflith.  what  kind  of  comments 
would  I  hear? 

John  Griffith:  Well.  I  would  hope  that  people  would  say  that 
John  and  Nancy  Griffith  welcomed  everyone  to  their  home, 
that  they  cared  deeply  about  the  college  and  the  local 
community,  and  that  as  president  of  Lyon  College.  John 
Griffith  helped  us  develop  an  exciting  vision  for  what  we 
wanted  to  be  —  and  that  the  college  family  went  out  and  got  it 
done,  and  had  fun  doing  it.  And  even  during  the  tough  times, 
we  were  able  to  keep  a  sense  of  humor  and  perspective.

J.  Glen  Browder.  a  1965  PC  graduate  and  currently  a  distinguished 
visiting  professor  in  nadonal  security  affairs  at  Naval  Postgraduate  School 
in  Monterey,  Calif.,  is  ser\'ing  on  a  new  Department  of  Defense  panel 
overseeing  the  disposal  of  the  nation's  chemical  weapons.  Secretary  of 
Defense  William  Cohen  formed  the  12-member  group  —  the  1998  Chemi- 
cal Demihtarization  Overarching  Issues  Assessment  —  to  study,  report, 
and  advise  on  issues  concerning  the  execution  of  the  Army's  Chemical 
Demilitarization  Program  (CDP). 

As  a  former  member  of  Congress,  representing  the  third  district  of 
Alabama,  Glen  sponsored  legislation  which  placed  restrictions  on  incin- 
eration as  the  chosen  means  of  disposal  of  U.S.  chemical  weapons.  That 
law  —  Title  XVII  of  the  1994  Defense  Authorization  Act  —  requires  that 
the  Army  affirmatively  demonstrate  the  safety  of  a  pilot  incineration 
project  on  Johnston  Island  for  a  specified  period  before  beginning  disposal 
by  similar  means  at  mainland  storage  sites. 

A  national  and  worid  leader  in  arms  control  issues,  he  was  a  member 
of  the  National  Security  Committee  and  the  Military  Installations  and 
Facilities  Committee  during  his  three  terras  in  the  U.S.  House  of  Represen- 
tatives. He  also  participated  in  a  public  hearing  in  Russia  on  chemical 
weapons  destruction,  and  he  was  a  member  of  three  Congressional  delega- 
tions to  the  Russian  Federation  to  inspect  and  discuss  Russian  chemical 
weapons  stockpiles.

Showtime  television  movie,  "Thanks  of  a  Grateful  Nation,"  which  pre- 
mieres on  May  31.  starring  Bnan  Dennehy,  Ted  Danson.  and  Jennifer 
Jason  Leigh.
